20th amendment to the constitu- 
tion, abolishing the so-called lame 
duck session of congress, becames 
effective tomorrow \viih two unique 
records in American history. 


Besides changing the dates for 


inauguration of the president and 
the beginning of congressional ses- 
sions the amendment established a 
record for being the only change in 
the constitution that had the unan- 
imo.us approval of the 48 states 
The speed of ratification set an- 
other mark. 


Sponsored 
by 
Senator 
Norris, 


Nebraska republican 
independent, 


the amendment was passed by the 
senate six times before the house 
had a chance to vote on it. For a 
decade republican leaders on con- 
trol of the house blocked a vote on 
the amendment. 


Three-fourths of the states—all 


that are necessary—ratified it with- 
in less than a year, and within 
four months all of them had ap- 
proved it. 


It 
wipes out the 
age-old lame 


cluck session that used to begin on 
the first Monday in December after 
the 
fall 
election. 
Instead, 
the 


amendment, first to be ratified since 
that granting suffrage to women, 
provides 
that congress meet 
on 


January 3 each year and remain in 
session as long as it pleases. 


It also moves up from March 4 


to January 20. the date on which 
presidents are inaugurated.

Washington. Oct. 14 <AP>.—The 


old contention that married life, 
particularly for men, i.s conducive 
to health and longevity, is sup- 
ported by statistics which show 
the death rate of husbands to be 
lower than that of bachelors. 


Analysis of vital statistics com- 


piled by the bureau of the census 
discloses that at ages between 35 
and 45 the death rate of husbands 
is not more than one-half and at 
all ages between 25 and 65 it is not 
more 
than two-thirds 
that of 


bachelors. 


Prof. Walter F. Wilcox. of Cor- 


nell 
university 
who made 
the 


analysis for the bureau, says that 
while the statistical results are 
uniform, the explanations aro di- 
verse. 


Young husbands, he says, arc 


doubtless healthier on the average 
than men of tho snmr age who do 
not marry. 


"The question remains whether 


the continuous process of selection 
thrcueh marriage- suffices to ex- 
plain the great and persistent dif- 
ference." ho said. "Those who 
doubt or deny it state that mar- 
ried life is intrinsically normal, at 
least for men. and conducive to 
health and long life. 


"In support of the contention 


they point out." he added, "that 
widowers as well as husbands have 
been through the selective process 
of marriage and yet the death rate 
of widowers is about the same as 
that of bachelors and much higher 
thnn the mortality of husbands,"

Washington, Oct. 14 «AP».—The 
old contention that mauled life, 
particularly for men, is conducive 
to health and longevity, is sup­ 
ported by statistics wilicit show 
the death rate of husbands to be 
lower than that of bachelors. 
Analysis of vital statistics com­ 
piled by the bureau of the census 
discloses that at ages between 35 
and 45 the dealt) rate of husbands 
is not more than one-half and at 
all ages between 25 and 65 it is not 
more 
than two-thirds that 
of 
bachelors. 
Prof. Walter F. Wilcox, of Cor­ 
nell 
university 
who made 
the 
analysis for the bureau, says that 
while the statistical results are 
uniform, the explanations are di­ 
verse, 


Young husbands, he says, are 
doubtless healthier on the average 
than men of the same age who do 
not marry. 
“The question remains whether 
the continuous process of selection 
through marriage suffices to ex­ 
plain tile great and persistent dif­ 
ference,” he said. “Those who 
doubt or deny it state that m ar­ 
ried life is intrinsic ally normal, ut 
least for men, and conducive to 
health and long life. 
In support of the contention

How the public schools are taking 


care of boys and girls turned back 
to the classroom because of new de- 
velopments in industry was describ- 
ed today by Dr. James N. Rule, su- 
perintendent of public instruction. 
In addition to those under 16 years 
ol age who are not allowed to work 
in the industries, schoolmen of the 
state find that many former work- 


j ers in the 16 to 20 year age group 
have returned unexpectedly to high 
school. 


A very high percentage of these 


former young workers are taking 
advar4age of the trade courses of- 
fered in the public schools, Dr. Rule 
reported. 
The schools now offer 


sixty-nine different -trade courses, 
and in practically every course the 
enrollment taxes the capacity of the 


j facilities. There is immediate need 
for extending these trade offerings 
to additional fields, department of- 
ficials said. This is particularly true 
n such fields as foods, textiles, min- 
ng and merchandising. 


Libraries Filled 


Unemployed men of the state are 
till turning; to libraries for up-to- 
date information along the lines of 
heir vocations. Many changes are 
being made to an allied vocation, 
uch as trolley motorman to bus 
driver, but there has been little or 
no shift between the fields of work, 
such as tailoring to machine ship, 
or barbering to printing. 


"It seems wise," said Dr. Rule, 


'that 
pupils 
in 
our 
secondary 


schools Interested in trade educa- 
,ion should be given as broad a 
training as possible in a basic trade 
or vocation. 
A basic course 
in 


electricity, woodworking, or print- 
ing might lead to upwards of a 
hundred distinct 
occupations 
in 


each of these major 
fields. 
It 


would make them more adaptable, 
adjustable and versatile. 
This is 


particularly desirable as invention 
makes operations, jobs, and even 
trades obsolete in relatively short 
periods of time. Our trade school 
education 
program 
must 
both 


meet the situation as it exists to- 
day, 
and also prepare young men 


for possible future changes in in- 
dustry and community life."

Commodity Dollar 


Tiie ''community dollar" method 


of dealing with the 
currency is 


looked upon with much favor in 
high quarters, although it should be 
borne in mind that actual decisions 
remain to be i.PDr"?. 


As it now is under discussion, the 


plan would be to fix the value of 
the dollar 
every thirty 
days by 


presidential proclamation, on the 
basis of the current value of the 
commodities, for which a consoli- 
dated index figure would be kept by 
government satisticians. 


This value would have a relation 


not only to gold, but to silver. 
The actual operation of the plan, as 
now envisaged probably would mean 
the coinage of currency on a basis 
of three parts gold to one part sil- 
ver. 


That, as the economists ex- 


plain it, would mean in effect 
the 
revaluation 
of the dollar, 


but 
along 
lines 
not hitherto 


widely discussed. 


Under present 
legislation, 
the 


president has authority 
to order 


revaluation, and some of his legal 
advisers, at least, think the authori- 
zation would 
permit 
revaluation 


every thirty days if found desir- 
able. 
That would mean that the 


"commodity dollar" could be set up 
without further action by congress, 
and prior to the meeting of con- 
srre.ss in late January. 


It's "Technical 


The whole project is so immersed 


in economic technicalities that only 
the experts pretend to understand 
just how it would work out. and 
they do not agree. 


Perhaps the nearest, anyone could 


come to explaining it in general 
terms would be to say that whereas 
money has been more or less valu- 
able in the past in relation to the 


fluctuations of the value of gold. 
under the "commodity dollar" sys- 
tem the value of money would be 
determined on the broader basis of 
the average value of wheat, steel 
and many other things, including 
gold and silver. 


Many 
consider a necessary ac- 


companiment 
to such a system 


would be a broader authority for 
price-fixing. 
That is proposed as 


a method of partially controlling 
commodity fluctuations and hence 
currency fluctuations. 


No hasty decisions are likely. The 


president is investigating and con- 
sidering. 
Everyone thinks he will 


do something and -the best-inform- 
ed believe that during the next few 
weeks much more will be heard of 
the "commodity dollar"—under that 
name or some other.

Fox" talking about pitching, an- 
cient and modern. 


The "Old Fox," of course, was 


none other than Clark Griffith, the 
silver-haired boss of the Washing- 
ton Senators and one of the few 
great players of the olden days to 
gain and keep a position of excu- 
tive influence in modern baseball. 
Old-timers who were associates of 
Griffith in the rare old days have 
passed beyond present-day 
mem- 


ory, in many instances. Star play- 
er.s have come and gone in his re- 
gime as a club owner. 


"GrifT" was a star pitcher him- 


self with the old Chicago White 
Stockings. 
He worked for Adrian 


iPop> Anson as a kid. He was with 
the White Sox at the turn of the 
century, later pitching for the Yan- 
kees, the Reds and closing his ca- 
reer on the mound with Washing- 
ton In 1912. 


In his prime he thought nothing 


of pitching 45 games—full games— 
during a single season. 


"Why. 
we used to have only four 


regulars to pitch in those days," he 
remarked. "Any pitcher expected to 
work with only two full days of 
rest, 
where nowadays a pitcher

English, Algebra 


Tliree prisoners at the Western 


penitentiary, Pittsburgh, blazed 
a 


new trail to educational 
achieve- 


ments for 
fellow 
prisoners when 


they successfully passed recent pre- 
professional examinations held by 
the department of public instruc- 
tion. It is reported they desire to 
obtain credits towards the equiva- 
lent of a high school dipiorna. Each 
of the three took examinations in 
high school 
English and 
algebra 


and received good gardes. 
They 


studied in the prison school where 
seven rooms are sei aside for those 
who desire schooling, and they also 
enrolled in correspondence courses. 
It is the first case of the kind that 
the department of public instruc- 
tion has handled. 


"This was a rather novel experi- 


ence for our pre-professional ex- 
aminations division.'1 
Superintend- 


ent James N. Rule said. "It opens 
possibilities 
for a much enlarged

testing association work. Secretary 
of Agriculture John A. McSparran 
said today, after reviewing a sum- 
mary of this work conducted by the 
Pennsylvania, state college during 
the past twenty-two years. 


Eighty-seven associations operat- 


ed during 1932 and tested approxi- 
mately one of every thirty dairy 
cows in the state. These associa- 
tions fully represent all sections of 
the commonwealth, and their re- 
sults 
provide an up-to-date dic- 


tionary of profits and loss in the 
dairy business. 


lies ul Is 


The 27,327 cows which completed 


a full year of testing in 1932 pro- 
duced an average of 8.113 pounds 
of milk testing almost 4 per cent 
butterfat with an average annual 
feed cost of S73.39. This perform- 
ance can best be appreciated by the 
fact that the average production 
of all dairy cows in the state in less 
than 5000 pounds of milk, probably 
not testing more than 3.3 per cent 
butterfat. 
In other words, cows in 


testing groups are giving at least 60 
per cent more milk and butterfat 
and the feed cost is probably r.ot 
much greater than for the average 
cow. 


There are several reasons for the 


high average of cow testing asso- 
ciation animals, but the most im- 
portant one to dairy farmers gen- 
erally should be the weeding out of 
ail low producers McSparran assert- 
ed. 
For example, in eighteen of 


the associations for which detailed 
reports are available. 370 low pro- 
ducing cows, representing over five 
per cent of the total number of 
head under test, were disposed of 
during the past year.
